A use permit for a national electri- 
cal equipment underwriters’ labora- 
tory, to be built in the Linfield Oaks 
tract, was issued Monday night by 
the city planning commission. The

®zoned for the laboratory and other 
construction. 

H. G. Dodge, manager of the 
laboratory at its present San 
Francisco location, said that the 
projected building will be of 
15,000 square feet and will face 
Middlefield road. The laboratory 
will test electrical equipment man- 
ufactured in the 11 western states, 
and will replace the present San 
Francisco laboratory as one of 
the three in the country devoted 
to this work. 

@ Dodge said that further details 
will be made available when pur- 
chase of the site from the develop- 
ment company is completed. 

City Attorney James T. O’Keefe 
Jr., stated that issuance of the per- 


ning commission has surrendered its 
architectural control of new build- 
ings. 
The tentative map which the com- 
missioners approved complies with 
e Menlo Park’s zoning ordinance, and 
lot sizes are well above the minimum 
required, the commissioners said. 
Other commission business includ- 
ed reading of a letter requesting re- 
zoning of Partridge avenue from 
El Camino Real to University drive 
to allow construction of duplexes. 
Building Inspector J. D. Steiger 
pointed out that many homes along 
the street were multiple dwellings 
A before the present single-dwelling 
restrictions were imposed, and that 
the present ordinance is therefore 
hard to enforce.

So far as total tax bills are concerned, a seven-cent reduc- 
tion on the local front won‘t make any great difference to the 
property owners’ pocketbooks, since that is but one levy among 
several lumped into an overall rate. 

But it is significant by being one clear cut case in which 
a municipal government can live within income and still pro- 
vide needed.services. Menlo Park's budget for the new fiscal 
year is higher than that for the year ended June 30, but 
a lower tax rate is possible.
